GREATEST CLEANUP

LONDON, Nov. 22—Heavy Brit- 
ish guns are shelling Cambria, the 
key position to the Hindenburg line 
in France against which the British 
are now driving. Reports from the 
front today stated that fires had 
been started and that the defensive 
works erected by the Germans in the 
town are being demolished. 

LONDON, Nov. 22—British troops 
are pouring through the gap smash- 
ed in the Hindenburg line on the Ar- 
ras front and the advance continues, 
the war office announces today. 

The village of Fontaine Notre 
Dame, two and one-half miles south- 
west of Cambria, was captured from 
the Germans in storm assaults. 

This is on the main road to Ba- 
paume-Cambria. 

Not only have the British smashed 
their way near to vhe great German 
base at Cambria, but many addition- 
al prisoners have been captured. 

Cavalry infantry are ‘cleaning 
up” the captured trenches while the 
tanks lead in the fresh assaults. 

The German losses ip Milled, 
wounded and prisoners are enormous. 
Whole divisions were shattered. It 
is unofficially esfimated that the 
Germans have lost over 50,000 men.

for California. That isa long title, and if 
we had it we would get it framed. Char- 
lotte’s letter is a very expensive one, as it 
is four printed pages long, with both black 
and red ink, and she tells all about how te 
Save on what we eat, but does not save on 
stationery, stamps or clerk hire. 

This particular line of Charlotte’s is 
about the Thanksgiving and Christmas 
dinners, which she says we should all trim 
down, because a lot of it is not good for us, 
anyway, and liable to cause indigestion. 
With food prices being allowed by this gov- 
ernment to mount sky high, which it ought 
to have stopped long ago, and which other 
countries havé stopped, and shown the way 
to do’ it, we are not very much alarmed 
about our people dying off from indiges- 
tion, or gout, or anything like that. Most 
of us are real happy if we can get hold of 
enough to keep soul and body together on. 

With turkey at 40 cents or more a pound, 
and all the trimmings also up in the air 
out of sight, we do not believe that very 


many of us are going to drop dead from, 


eating any too much ofo it, Thanksgiving 
or any other day. 

We agree that all of us should save all 
we can, on foodstuffs and on everything 
else, and not only ‘‘do our bit’’ but also do 
our full duty, but just the same we all read 
of the millions of dollars worth of food that 
is being hoarded by speculators and profit- 
eers, out of which to enrich themselves 
at the expense of their fellow men, country- 
men, allies and dll, it rather knocks one’s 
enthusiasm about the whole scheme, when 
we'are reminded daily by tons of printéd 
dope that we ought to eat hay instead of 
bread and meat, and. chew,on some old 
bootheel instead of Thanksgiving turkey, 
and if we happen to-be plutocratie enough’ 
to get hold of a turkey Fnat has not roost. 
ed too high, to stuff it with sawdust in. 
stead of stale bread as usual.’ 

It is the personal and individual economy 
that we are roaring about, as that is cor- 
rect, but the fact that we are all called upon 
to do our little bit and at the same time 
speeulators and profiteers are allowed té.

If our government and its officials want 
the common every day people to do their 
part, let it make an example of some of 
these, rich seamps who ought to be taken 
out by a firing squad and shot.
